Lilies in the garden strike a note of majestic and graceful dignity. Originally collected 
from the mountains and prairies of our own country and from far-off corners of the 
world, they vary greatly in flower, time of bloom and cultural requirements. Flowerfield 
offers an exceptional group of the finest Lily varieties, outstanding in the unusual color- 
ings and exotic charm they bring to the garden. Their steady progression of bloom from 
June to late September is a delight to all. Thanks to the advance of horticultural skill, 
most varieties are in the easy-to-grow class. Although Lilies in general are scarce be- 
cause of the war, Flowerfield is happy to be able to supply your needs from its American- 
grown bulbs. 

Lilies have long been considered a fall planting subject, for we have traditionally 
planted imported bulbs with no roots attached. The past few years circumstances have 
forced us in America to rely upon our own growing of Lilies, and one of the things we 
have found is that most Lilies should not have their roots remoyved—they should be 
shipped as a growing plant. This is a change in our whole philosophy of handling and 
planting Lilies. As we become used to it, this change is one which will not only revolu- 
tionize planting methods but will also give far finer results in the Lily garden. 


AURATUM PICTUM 


AURATUM The Golden Rayed Lily 
The largest and to many people the most popular of the entire Lily family. The 
Auratum Lily often grows to six feet tall with individual blooms measuring as 
much as ten inches across. The flowers are wide open, of a pure creamy white 
save for the central rib of each petal, which is pure gold, thickly studded with 
golden orange speckles. The August-blooming flowers are intensely and beauti- 
fully fragrant, and grow in tremendous clusters atop their sturdy stalks. Plant 
Auratums deep—3 2 times their diameter, for they are stem-rooting and need 
this protection. They insist on a well-drained location, preferably acid. Although 
Auratums were formerly almost entirely imported, we have available a small 
stock of disease-free American-grown bulbs, which due to extreme scarcity, can 
be supplied in the fall only.

CANDIDUM The Madonna Lily 
This is the universally known and loved Madonna Lily, one of the most 
beautiful of all white Lilies that grace the garden. As shown in the 
picture, the Madonna Lily has a heavy cluster of pure, pristine white, 
trumpet-like blooms, borne 32 to 4 feet high on sturdy, attractively 
foliaged stalks. Candidums bloom in late June and early July and 
have traditionally been combined with the darker blue forms of Del- 
phinium—an effect that has never failed to exact gasps of admira- 
tion. Here at Flowerfield we have combined them with Blue Giant Iris 
Kaempferi, a deep blue Iris of extreme beauty. The effect is truly 
lovely. 

Lilium Candidum has been traditionally planted in August and Sep- 
tember, for unlike other Lilies, it starts its leaf growth early in the 
fall, producing a rosette of leaves that protect the plant through the 
winter. Flowerfield, however, is happy to be able to offer Madonna 
Lilies for spring planting to those who failed to plant them last August. 
Our secret is simple—we handle them as if they were perennial plants 
instead of Lilies, and each one is dug to your order from our nursery 
row, the roots are carefully packed in moss and the entire growing 
plant is immediately shipped to you, ready to be planted in your gar- 
den and bloom this year. Plant them in a sunny, well-drained spot in 
ordinary garden soil. They require shallow planting only, with the top 
of the bulb only an inch or two beneath the surface.

One of the very best of the border Lilies, reaching a height of 6 feet 
when well established and bearing more than 20 beautiful flowers 
such as are shown in the picture at left. Even the foliage and flower 
stalks are attractive, being very similar to the extremely graceful 
Speciosum type Lily. For the gardener with greenhouse facilities, the 
Henryi Lily offers a most noteworthy subject, for greenhouse-grown 
bulbs have produced flowers measuring more than 8 inches in diam- 
eter. Outdoors, plant these bulbs in any drained loamy soil 3/2 times 
as deep as their diameter, for they are stem rooting. A partially 
shaded location somewhat sheltered from high wind will suit this Lily 
best—yet it will grow even under adverse conditions.

One of the finest Lilies that is available today. The Philippinense Lily, 
so named because it was originally discovered in the mountains on 
the island of Luzon in the Philippines, is a very fragrant, graceful 
trumpet type Lily, with attractive long grassy foliage. The exquisitely 
shaped, long, wide-mouth trumpet flowers are of purest white faintly 
tinged green deep in the throat, giving them a

The Philippinense Lilies start blooming in August, 
and continue until stopped by hard frost late in 
the fall. They are stem-rooting, consequently must 
be planted deep, at least 3 Y2 times their diameter. 
They average 2 feet in height, are therefore best 
suited to foreground work where their huge flowers 
are truly stunning. When thoroughly established 
they form clumps, sending up 3 or 4 stems, each 
one bearing 4 or 5 of the huge “Easter Lily’ 
blooms.

some of the things that are native to our own country. The Superbum 
Lily, a native of the eastern coast of the United States is, as its name 
would imply, one of the very finest of all the Lilies. The tall plants bear 
from 20 to 30 beautiful recurved flowers of varying hues, some being pale 
yellow spotted maroon, some being orange or even deep crimson, spotted 
black. The Superbum is indeed one of our most useful and most beautiful 
garden Lilies. An advantage of the Superbum Lily is its habit of growth, 
for it will grow in almost any location. It succeeds even in swampy land 
where other Lilies will not grow, and thrives in acid spots or in shady 
areas. Established plantings form clumps of several stalks which under 
ideal conditions of moisture and feeding will reach 8 feet in height, 
proudly bearing the brilliant clusters of gracefully recurved flowers for 
which it is so justly famous. The Superbum Lily is a base-rooting variety 
of Lily and needs be planted only 4 inches deep for best results. The 
flowers bloom in late July and early August, beginning your late summer 
garden with all the fanfare of a herald’s trumpet.

TESTACEUM The Nankeen Lily 
Also known as “Excelsa’’ this choice Lily is a favorite with Lily-fanciers 
and experienced gardeners. It is one of the most beautiful and graceful 
of all the Lilies, delightfully 
distinct in the different color 
of its beautiful large flowers. 
As shown in the illustration, 
this color seems dull apricot 
or even a creamy buff, but 
seen in the garden the soft 
tones of this lovely Lily re- 
mind one of the changing 
tones of silky velvet. As 
can be easily surmised, 
the delicate shadings of 
the Lily demand that it 
be kept from the imme- 
diate vicinity of strong 
primary reds, oranges and 
other close colors but planted 
near pastel-toned or blue- 
toned flowers, it displays its 
beauty unashamed.  Testa- 
ceum is base rooting, needs 
to be planted but 2 inches 
deep. It blooms in late June, 
early July, much the same 
as Candidum with which it 
is often combined to beauti- 
ful effect.

Most effective in a naturalized planting near shrubs 
or evergreens. Blooms in fate June and early July.

Large, drooping, reflexed flowers of unusual and distinct color 
—a deep lilac-pink, spotted with wine color. Foliage quite 
narrow and slender. Grows approximately 3 feet tall, and 
blooms in late June and early July.

A fine Lily from Western China, very graceful, with a tall, 
slender stem, strong and erect and bearing up to twenty or 
more bright cinnabar-red tiger-like flowers, copiously spotted 
with glossy black. It combines a very refined and elegant 
appearance with a splendid constitution and is one of the best 
summer-flowering Lilies we have. Height 5 to 7 feet. Plant 
in either a sunny or partially shaded position. 


ELEGANS EACH 35c, DOZ. $3.50 
Erect plants, growing 1 to 2 feet high, with large, showy, 
chalice-shaped flowers in brilliant colors. They bioom in June 
and are most effective in the foreground of the border next to 
Pansies or other low-growing plants. Grow readily with a 
minimum of care.

HANSONI EACH 75c, DOZ. $7.50 
One of the best varieties for moderate shade, lasting for years 
in one location. In June it produces many reflexed flowers 
of golden yellow, lightly spotted with maroon. Noted for its 
intense fragrance. Grows 3 to 4 feet in height.

One of our finest native Lilies with large, upright, chalice- 
shaped blooms of bright orange-red, tinged yellow in the 
center and spotted deep purple. Excellent for open woodland 
planting. Height 3 feet. Blooms in late June and early July. 


SHUKSAN EACH $1.35, DOZ. $13.50 
A new and unusual Hybrid Lily that will be grown in every 
garden when better known. The color is most unusual, soft 
buff-yellow, heightened by widely spaced maroon spots. The 
flowers are definitely reflexed, often giving the impression of 
being almost ball-shaped. A vigorous grower, never being 
infected with disease. Grows 4 to 5 feet in height, with 15 
to 25 flowers, and blooms in July. 


SUNSET LILY EACH 25c, DOZ. $2.50 
(Pardalinum Giganteum.) A true American variety, devel- 
oped on the Pacific Coast. Vigorous, hardy and of quite 
easy culture. Grows up to 6 feet tall with strong canes bear- 
ing great clusters of flowers. The orange-red, recurved, 
“Turk’s Cap’’ flowers are dotted with brown spots. They 
bloom in July and are happy in either sun or partial shade. 


TENUIFOLIUM THREE 90c, DOZ. $3.00 
A dwarf, graceful Lily with fine leaves and clusters of tiny 
bell-like, recurved flowers of intense coral-red. Its compact 
growth and bright color make it ideal for rock garden as well 
as the fore part of the border. Likes a cool, damp, loamy soil 
and partial shade. Plant in clumps of three or more. Blooms 
in June. 


TENUIFOLIUM, GOLDEN GLEAM THREE $1.50, DOZ. $5.00 
A strong growing hybrid form of the Tenuifolium much ad- 
mired for its unique coloring of pure apricot-yellow. Bulbs 
are decidedly scarce. 


Speciosum Lilies 


Of all the choice garden Lilies the Speciosum are the 
best known and best liked of the recurved type. Tall, 
sturdy plants carry their well-branched sprays of mag- 
nificent, delicately scented flowers. Even the foliage is 
decorative, for the stems are most gracefully curved and 
the leaves are long and handsome. The reflexing flower 
petals are of thick heavy substance and stand up beauti- 
fully as a cut flower and likewise last a long time in 
the garden. Speciosum Lilies are easily grown and are 
one of the most satisfactory Lilies from a decorative 
point of view that can be put in any garden. It thrives 
in full sun, flowers in August and September and de- 
mands little in the way of attention other than an occa- 
sional watering during dry spells. 

Stem-rooting, the Speciosum Lilies must be planted 
deep in the soil, 9 inches or more. Good drainage should 
be provided, and also ground shading plants near the 
bulbs, for this Lily dearly loves to have its roots shaded. 
The Speciosum types love good rich earth, and have but 
two dislikes—lime and fresh manure, neither of which 
should be used with these beauties. 

Due to extreme scarcity all Speciosum bulbs are 
offered for fall delivery only. You may order now to 
be sure of getting your Speciosum Lilies. 


ALBUM EACH $2.50 
The white form of Speciosum, exceedingly beautiful, 
exceedingly rare at the present time. We will have 
a very few bulbs available for fall delivery. 


MAGNIFICUM EACH 75c, DOZ. $7.50 
A cream-pink with a light edge and vivid crimson 
speckles. As shown in the picture, the petals recurve 
characteristically and are somewhat fluted on the 
edge. The form and color are exquisite. It has few 
rivals in beauty. 


MELPOMENE EACH $1.50, DOZ. $15.00 
Similar in form and growth to the Speciosum Mag- 
nificum, it is distinguished by the color of its flowers 
which is white, deeply speckled and edged in pure 
deep carmine-pink, giving a beautifully bicolored 
effect to this most beautiful Speciosum Lily. The bulbs 
are exceedingly scarce and are for fall delivery only.

THREE 75c, DOZ. $2.50 
(Improved Tiger Lily.) The grandest of the Tigers 
distinguished by fine black polished stems. Huge pyra- 
mids of recurved flowers of bright orange-red, spotted 
black. They are extremely easy to grow. In old gar- 
dens it is a common sight to see established clumps 
of 25 to 30 stems, bearing huge masses of flowers 
carried 4 feet high in August. 


THREE 90c, DOZ. $3.00 
(Double Tiger Lily.) The only Lily available in true 
double form. All the wild beauty of the single Tiger 
Lily, improved by an extra whorl of petals. They bloom 
just a bit later than the single Tiger Lily, prolonging 
its bright color in the garden. The lovely double effect 
of the flowers, combined with the great virility of this 
plant make it one of the finest garden Lilies for 
America. 


EACH 35c, DOZ. $3.50 
Large, upright cup or chalice-shaped blooms of bright 
scarlet held erect on stems | to 2 feet high. Flowers 
in June and is very effective in the foreground of the 
border. Naturalizes perfectly.

Up to twenty gorgeous flowers of brilliant orange-red, 
quite reflexed, drooping in racemes along a stem four 
to five feet high. A superb garden variety that should 
be well staked. Flowers in late July and August. 


Regale Lilies 


EACH 35c, DOZ. $3.50 
Well known as the Regal or Royal Lily, there is no 
Lily that bears a more beautiful or more penetrating 
perfume. A single stalk of this lovely flower will per- 
vade the entire room if allowed to stay there but a 
few hours. The tall stalks, 4 to 5 feet high, are topped 
by beautiful trumpet-like flowers that are pure white 
inside and tinged with rose outside, increasing the 
splendor of their garden effect. Of all the Lilies, the 
Regale is perhaps the most satisfactory for garden use 
here in America. It grows sturdily, prolifically, and 
beautifully. The Regale Lily is very floriferous, a 
single established bulb bearing as many as 20 flowers 
during the season. Like all the other stem-rooting 
Lilies, Regale should be planted deeply, allowing at 
least 3% times its diameter to cover the bulb. A'so 
in common with other Lilies, it demands drainage, yet 
must have moisture, too. A handful of sharp sand 
or gravel underneath the bulb will satisfy this small 
requirement. And the results will indeed reward you 
for the trouble taken.

A new hybrid variety that gives every promise of being 
the cut flower Lily of the future. Flowers early in July 
with stems 4 to 6 feet tall that are literally like wire. 
Up to 30 or 40 trumpet flowers of pure white, marked 
on the outside with clear reddish bronze, and yellow 
in the throat. Much larger and finer than the best 
Regale.

Often called an improved Regale, the Shelburne Hy- 
brids are a cross between the Lilium Regale and the 
Lilium Sargentiae. They are a fine strain with a 
trumpet-like flower, much resembling the Regale, but 
taller and having larger trumpets. The Shelburne 
Hybrids have the added advantage that they are from 
ten days to two weeks later than the Regale Lily so 
that they bloom in the more desirable late season, 
combining with Iris Kaempferi, Delphinium, and other 
late June and early July garden beauties that the 
Lilium Regale usually misses. The supply is limited 
on these bulbs, and we recommend early ordering.
